He was the 


recipient of repealed warnings, and 
elaborate precautions were taken to 
insure his safpty, but all the resources 
of the geiidarmeiie. secret police and 
soldiers proved unavailable against an 
attempt tliat most exactly duplicated 
the procedure that caused the death of 
Minister of the Interior Von Plehve 
last July. It was the irony of fate that 
Sergius^ after taking refuge in his 
country villa during the strike trou- 
bles of a month ago. and later seeking 
even more secure shelter in the palace 
within the Kremlin walls, should be 
killed while riding to the governor 
general's palace beyond the walls and 
which he had abandoned to enable the 
police to better protect him 


The assasain was thrown to the 


ground and stunned by the torce of the 
explosion, but he quickly arose and 
ran toward the gate, attempting to es- 
cape. His haste and the blood stream- 
ing from his face where he had been 
wounded by fragments of the bomb, 
attracted the attention of a sergeant 
of police, who seized him before he 
could draw his revolver 
The man did 


not deny his crime, but on the con- 
trary gloried in its success 
lie ex- 


pressed his satisfaction that he had 
been able to kill the grand diiko with- 
out involving the 
lattcr'b innocent 


wife. 


The revolver with which the assas- 


sin was armod was an automatic mag- 
azine pistol of the same type as the 
weapon employed by Hohenthal, the 
assassin of M Soiniuen, the proemator 
general of Finland, at Helsmgfors on 
Feb 6. His injuries are not serious. 


The grand duke's coachman who 


was badly injured, was removed to a 
hospital. lip is reported as still living. 


Thp affair created the deepest ex- 


citement 
Immense crowds gathered 


in the vicinity of the Kremlin, where 
some factions began an attack on stu- 
dents and other representatives of the 
Liberal movement, while others eager- 
ly grasped and read a revolutionary 
proclamation which had appeared as if 
by magic. So threatening became the 
attitude of the crowd that the authori- 
ties felt obliged to order the Kremlin 
cleared and the gates locked. The po- 
lice measures to preserve order have 
proved effective, and the city is report- 
ed perfectly quiet. 


Early accounts of the tragedy at- 


tributed the crime to three men in a 
sleigh, but later it was developed that 
the three men were police agents ap- 
ipointed to guard the grand duke. 


Russian Women Petition Empress. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 18. — The em- 


press of Russia has received from the 
women of Moscow an address piteous- 
ly appealing to her, as a woman and a 
mother, to use her Influence with the 
emperor to secure iteace. "Oh, sover- 
eign," the petiton says, "we believe- 
your mother's heart feels all the hor- 
rors of war at we do. Peace is vio- 
lated, not only beyond the frontiers, 
out even In the hoart of the father* 
land.

challenge from the terrorists to the 
autocracy and a revival of the famous 
duel between the Nihilists and the 
government of 25 years ago. Opinions 
differ as to the political effect of the 
tragedy, some inclining to the view 
that the kiling of a member of the im- 
perial family may cause Nicholas II to 
revive a period of reaction: but this 
opinion is not now generally shared. 
The murder of Grand Duke Sergius 
just at this time, when the forces of 
liberalism were again in the suprem- 
acy and when the summoning of the 
zemsky sobor was assured, meets with 
universal reprobation, 
even by ex- 


treme 
Social 
Democrats, who de- 


nounce the crime as strongly as do the 
Liberals and the Conservatives. 
Ac- 


cording to a high authority, the de- 
cision had been already taken officially 
to proclaim the zemsky sobor on Feb. 
22. M. Souvorin, editor of the Novoe 
Vremya, said: "I do not believe this 
crime can now interfere with the car- 
rying out of reform, to which the gov- 
ernment is too far committed. I am 
certain the zemsky aobor will soon be 
announced and 
assembled 
without 


awaiting the termination of'the war." 


Prince Shlrlnsky Schahmatoff, who 


had an audience of Emperor Nicholas 
at Tsarskoe Selo Thursday, was frank- 
ly told by the emperor that the zemsky 
sobor would be elected under a class 
franchise bj the nobles, clergy, mer- 
chants and peasant*, but that all the 
deputies would sit together; and the 
committee of ministers was charged 
by the emperor with the appointment 
of a committee to work tip the details 
of the electoral machinery. 


The story is going the rounds that 


Grand Duke Sergius himself at the 
last moment, finding the tide against 
him, was won over to the plan of sum- 
moning the zemsky sobor, and that he 
sent a messenger to Emperor Nicholas^ 
outlining hii views as to the composi- 
tion of the bcrdy. It is added that the 
messenger arrivedjit almost the same 
time that the bomb was thrown in 
Moscow.

ton was athletic, with a decided pref-

io have been far more serious in his 
demeanor than Is.usual for boys of his

i peranient. It Is not improbable that 
this unmistakable disinclination to be 


} taught from books was due iu a rueas-

During this formative stage, when the 


I boy was restive and wholly out of sym- 
pathy with the conditions which sur- 
rounded him, an event, occurred which 
might have made of present day Amer- 
icans loyal and contented subjects of 
Edward VII. Lawrence Washington, 
George's half brother, was a captain 
of Virginia troops, under Admiral Ver- 


! nou, in the expedition against Carta- 
. gena. Lav.reuce was a companionable 


j man. g?iiiul and witty, although in 
. wretched health, and he became a 


j favorite of the doughty admiral, whom 


i he in turn admired greatlj, as was ev- 
1 idenced by the fact that "when he . > 
turned to his plantation on the Po- 
tomac he recliristened it Mount Vernon. 
To show his friendship for the Virginia 
captain the admiral offered to obtain a 
EuidSihlpiuH n's commission for his young 
half brother. Lawrence was very fond 


torrent. He wag appointed one of tht 
mix. delegate* sent front Virginia to tha 
first Continental congress. Immediately 
upon his arrival he was chosen by that 
body as commander In chief of the Con- 
tinental army. The acceptance of the 
trust involved a tremendous sacrifice. 
Sitting In the congress the strong man 
paled visibly, and his lip quivered. He 
realized that it was the'most momen- 
tous crisis that he had ever faced. 
There is no doubt whatever that he 
hesitated, and it was not to bis dis- 
credit. Finally, however, he decided 
and uttered a few modest words of ac- 
ceptance. 


The winter of 177(5-77 brought anoth- 


er crisis in the iil'e of the man woo 
had become the foremost personality in 
America. By March 1 he had .driven 
every British soldier and Hessian mer- 
cenary from New Jersey, but the fol- 
lowing campaign was disastrous al- 
most to the verge of desperation. Dur- 
ing that Joyous holiday season preced- 
ing the winter at Valley Forge, when 
the infant republic was ready ,to ac- 
claim "f/ashingtou as its supreme hero, 
congress met and conferred upon its 
victorious commander in chief powers 
which were practically dictatorial. "He 
might levy troops or undertake *ny 
military operation whenever he liked. 
He might, if he ha.d chosen, have pro- 
claimed himself supreme head of the 
government. There is abundant evi- 
dence that he was urged to declare 
himself sovereign by some of the most 
influential men in the country. 


There were reasons why Washington 


should hes'tate 
Pure patriot that he 


was, he had no ambition beyond the 
salvation, of Ms country. It had come 
to his ears with unquestionable direct- 
ness that a conspiracy was under way 
the ultimate aim of which was to re- 
move him from power and overthrow 
the government 
lie knew that the 


rankest treachery had a firm abiding 
place in his own military household;

of tho youngster and proud of his phys- 
ical perfection, so In contrast with his 
own feeble body. He was also an en- 
thusiastic admirer of the royal navy, 
and he advocated the acceptance of 
the commission with all the energy he 
could command. George, too, entered 
Into the project with the vehemence of 
youth. He declared that nothing could 
have met his inclination more exactly 
than the opportunity to become an ad- 
miral. 


Mrs. Washington, however, saw no 


merit whatever in the commission. She 
was of a markedly practical turn of 
nilnd, and the exploits of deep sea 
heroes did not appeal to her. Though 
a mild mannered woman, Mrs. Wash- 
ington was endowed with great firm- 
ness of character. 
Disregarding the 


persuasive eloquence of her stepson and 
unmoved by the rebellious tears of tii« 
future Father of His Country, she vetoed 
the proposition. In after years it was 
one of Washington's moat comforting 
memories that he had stifled his yearn- 
ings for the sea life and bad accepted 
his mother's decision as final. 


A few years later, wben Washington 


bad risen to the dignity of major of a 
troop of Virginia militia, his invalid 
half brother was again the indirect 
means of precipitating a crisis wbicb 
came woefully near putting au end to 
his favorite's career. The disease with 
which tbe elder Washington was af- 
flicted made such progress that he was 
ordered by his physicians to seek a 
more hospitable climate. He selected 
Barbados and Insisted on It tbat George 
should be his companion In exile. The 
latter had entered upon tbe study of 
military tactks with great enthuslMm, 
but gave op his commission willingly 
and went to tbe West Indies with the 
dying man.

The unfortunate 
summer of 1777 gave strength to the 
scheme to put Gates In Washington's 
place. General Gates' billllant victory 
over Burgoyue at Saratoga and Wash- 
ington's hardships in Pennsylvania 
made the plot well nigh effective, but 
Washington's lofty indifference and 
the fortunate sequel to Valley Forge 
brought reaction, and the conspiracy 
was ended. 


Once more at least ia the career of 


tbe great soldier-president was there 
occasion for the most transcendent pa- 
tience and good judgment. The bitter 
and long continued quarrel between 
Jefferson and Hamilton was the source 
of infinite disquietude to the president 
lie admired both men greatly and 
could not make, up his mind to dis- 
pense with the services of either. The 
quarrel was of such a far reaching and 
implacable nature that it was liable 
at any moment to plunge the new gov- 
ernment into peril. No statesman was 
ever before placed in a more trying 
position. A word or a movement from 
him might have precipitated revolu- 
tion. The spirit of insubordination ani 
tumult was in the air. To have broken 
with either of these antagonistic forces 
would have sprung tbe mine, and to 
avoid rupture demanded the skill of 
the most clever diplomat. But Wash- 
ington withstood the trial. The detib- 
erately planned insults of Jefferson's 
friends and the not too reserved per- 
sonal comments of tbe impulsive Bas> 
llton we.ro alike powerless to destroy 
the exqnislte dignity of his attttnd*.

Origin and 


History of 


Baseball 


A Development of the 


Old Game of One Old 
Cat — It Was First 
Played In New York 
City Before 
the Civil 


War. 


By A. G. SPALD1NC 


The American game of baseball is 


distinctively an American sport, of 
American origin and peculiarly adapt- 
ed to the temperament and characteris- 
tics of the American people. From time 
immemorial games of ball of different 
kinds have been played, and nearly 
every country has adopted some ball 
game suited to its needs and conditions. 


While there is more or less of a fam- 


ily resemblance in all games of ball, I 
consider baseball quite as much Anaer- 


Souie" authorities' claim that baseball 
came from the old English juvenile 
game of "rounders," but I am decidedly 
of the opinion that it was a natural 
evolution from tbo old colonial game 
of one old cat. Oue old cat was played 
by three boys—u thrower, catcher nud 
ba'fsman. The latter after striking the 
ball ran to a goal about thirty feet dts- 
taut and by returning to the batsman's 
position without being put out counted 
one run, or "tally." 


Two Old Cat. 


Two old cut was played by four or 


more boys, with two batsmen placed 
about forty feet apart. Three old cat 
was played by six or more boys, with 
three batsmen,- tbe ground being laid 
out in shape of a triangle. Four old 
cat was played by eight or more boys, 
with grounds laid out in shape of a 
square. 
Four old cat required four 


throwers, alternating as catchers, and 
four batsmen, the ball being, passed 
from one corner to the next around the 
square field. Individual scores or tal- 
lies were credited to the batsmau 
making the hit and running from one 
corner to the next. 
Some IngOTous 


American lad naturally suggested that 
one thrower be placed in the center of 
the square, which brought nine players 
Into the game and which also made it 
possible to change the game into teams 
or sides, one side fielding and the other 
side batting. This was for many years 
known as the old game of town ball, 
from which the present game of base- 
ball no doubt had Ha origin and not 
from 
the English children's picnic 


game of rounders, which is first cousin 
to that other Juvenile pastime of drop 
the handkerchief. 


New York city may properly be call- 


ed tho homo of baseball, for it Was 
first played in that city In 1842, but in 
a desultory sort of way and without 
any organization or printed playing 
rules.

Clubs Multiplied Rapidly. 


Baseball clubs continued • to multiply 


quite rapidly from the organization of 
the National Amateur association In 
18GS to the breaking out of the civil 
wtir In 1801, but the game up to thte 
time was confined almost entirely to 
New York city and immediate vicinity, 
The New York soldiers introduced thilr 
new baseball game into the army, and 
it soon became a favorite camp pastime 
In both armies. While those two 
nificent armies of the north and south 
could not agree upon national policies 
of government, both could agree oil 
baseball, ami at the close of the war 
the soldiers in both armies, carried the 
game to every towu ami hamlet in the 
United States, and in 1S65-6G baseball 
became a furore throughout tbe coun- 
try. So it will be seen that baseball 
has its patriotic side and was one of 
the direct results of the civil war, 
the game can date its birth as tbe 
tional game of the United State» from 
that war.

English and Scottish capitalists reveal- 
ed itself. These placid men could see 
no reason why they should change. 
They smiled at the assertion that there 
was anything to learn from what had 
developed in the United States und in 
other countries which had a mania for 
tearing down old things and erecting 
new ones in their places. George Fran- 
cis Train had hauled in England and 
performed the miracle of introducing 
horse cars, or "tramways,"' as they 
term them. 
Was it not enough to 


adopt one American device without at- 
tempting to follow the hazardous ex- 
periments of cable cars and electrical 
traction? They would uot listen to any 
demand for modern methods. 


In taking tin's attitude they were in 


exact accord with other property own- 
era whose money was Invested In enter- 
prises not so public In their nature. The 
landlord whose buildings were devoted 
to offices did not tear them down and 
erect new ones when reminded that 
New 
York, Chicago ancl scores of 


American 
cities had 
revolutionized 


that type of architecture. 
The dens 


off Fleet Htr,eet and the Strand were 
good enough for Dombey & Son, and 
the sijualld quarters of the Cheshire 
Cheese served to meet the demands of 
Samuel Johnson and Oliver Goldsmith. 
Why tear them down in Imitation of a 
nation whicli was woefully lacking in 
antiquities and traditions? 
Some of 


the hotels yielded to a popular demand 
for elevators, so they put them in and 
called them "lifts," but absolutely re- 
fused to consider any such wild eyed 
scheme us n system of plumbing which 
would provide hot and cold water in 
rooms occupied by their guests. Nor Is 
there a hotel in Great Britain which I 
have seen or heard of that has adopted 
this "modern Improvement.*' 


With these and a thousand other ex- 


amples to fortify his course, it Is small 
wonder that the English Investor in 
street railways, «ns plants and similar 
quasi public enterprises declined to 
yield to (lie growing demand for bet- 
tor service.

public ownership movement had its 
birth, and such is his altitude at the 
present moment. He does not believe 
In any novelty not of liis own inven- 
tion, and lie has noil her the taste nor 
the talent for invention, lie therefore 
stood still, and the public ran over him. 
I am uunble to llml any record Hint the 
English capitalist offered any decided 
opposition to Ibis tragedy. Certainly he 
did no^bccome excited over It. That 
would not have been in good form. Lie 
•Imply Avulted and watched the proces- 
sion pass. Public ownership became a 
recognised institution without his sanc- 
tion, assent, dissent, comment or ex- 
citement. 


England has adopted public owner- 


ship for the simple reason that private 
capitalist* refused to properly manage 
private monopolies. There was no sen- 
timent about it. There was no appeal 
to high economic idenla. There was no 
academic discussion. It did not even 
form a partisan Issue and was rare)/ a 
plank in a local platform. 


And despite all this there has been 


accomplished ou^ of the moat tremen- 
dous Industrial «nd economic revolu- 
tions since the birth of modern civili- 
zation.

Mr. Spalding's Experience. 


I recall ray own experience, when in 


the fall of ]8f)7 I was surprised with an 
offer of a salary of $40 a week as bill 
clerk in a wholesale grocery \souse In 
Chicago! which I accepted with the In- 
nocent satisfaction that my business 
abilities were so highly appreciated. I 
learned afterward that the business 
concern appraised my service at $10 n

This so called amateur- 
ism, or veiled professionalism, was in 
general vogue throughout the country, 
and It became so intolerable to players 
and cluO officials that it finally resulted 
In the.organization of the National As- 
sociation of Professional Baseball Play- 
ers in 1S71. From that date baseball 
playing has been recognized as a regu- 
lar profession, and the game has since 
been under the management and con- 
trol of regularly organised professional 
clubs, banded together In associations 
and leagues.
